Laboratories 
It lias been estimated that in con- 
verting logs into finished lumber and 
lumber products, the Waste amounts 
to over 50 per cent. of the bulk of all 
trees cut for lumber. This is equiva- 
lent to an annual loss of from $10 to 
$15 for every man, woman and child 
in the country. At present it is im- 
practicable from e@ financial — stand- 
point to reduce this waste as there is 
no market for the tree tops, culls and 
and weed-trees left in lumbering op- 
erations, and only a very limited one 
for the bark, slabs sawdust, edgings 
and trimmings of milling operations. 
The department of the interior is 
recruiting the staff of, its forest pro- 
fluc is laboratories, recently establish- 
ed in connection with the forestry 
pranch with skilled mechanical and 
chemical engineers and by constant 
experimentation it is hoped to find a 
commercial use use for these pro- 
ducts.

made. The laboratories, which are 
operated in connection with MeGill 
university, contain the most complete 
equipment on the continent for mak- 
ing timber tests. It is planned to sub- 
mit each Canadian wood to over a 
thousand tests in order to establish 
as complete tables of the mechani- 
ecak properties of these woods as now 
exist for steel and concrete. When

these tests are published, as accur- 
ate information as cain be obtained 
will be at hend with regaid to such 
questions, for instance, as to how 
great a weight a Wooden column of a 
particular species will stand without 
risk of breaking, how great a burden 
can be carried by a beam of a cer: 
tain species of wood of given dimen- 
sions, and other similar questions.

“I came to Canada to learn some 
thing of your agricultural methods,” 
said Mr. A. E. Harding of Auckland, 
N.Z., when interviewed in Ottawa. 

Mr. Harding explained that thle 
thing which had struck him most in 
his journey from Vancouver to Ot- 
tawa Was the indifference with which 
the western farmers regarded home. 
“On our farms in New Zealand,” said 
he, “the first thing we think about is 
the building and making of a pretty 
and comfortable home. In my own 
farm 21 years ago there was not a 
tree to be seen. Now my house standa 
surrounded by a veritable forest. I 
set all these seeds myself, and when 
the time came transplanted them. On 


noticed that the barn is often a larg- 
er and more handsome building than 
the house. How some of your men 
can live the year round in a plain 
wooden house built, as it seems, in 
the middle of a plain, I cannot under-

TIMBER ROYALTIES 


Profit-sharing Between Government 


and Licensee 

The present Timber Royalty act of 
1 British Columbia is chiefly significant 
in all timber royalties, subsequent to 
January 1, 1920, on the sale value of 
the timber cut, over and above an ar- 
Ditrarily fixed price of $18 per thous- 
and feet board meacure. The per: 
!centage taken by the government of 
;this prospective value-increase will 
be at first 26 per cent., gradually ris- 
Jing to 40 per ¢ent. in the succecding 
25 years. 

This is no new principle, for as 
early as 1889 the Dominion govern- 
ment required from holders of timber 
limits in western Canada a royalty 
of 6 per cent. of the total sale value 
of the lumber cut, which value was to 
be based on the average price obtain- 
ing during the three months preced- 
ing the sale. But at tiat time the 
price of lumber was not sufficienudy 
high to bring in any very large rev- 
j enue on this percentage basis, so in 
1898 the stumpage dues were chang: 
jed to the fixed rate of 50 ceuts per 
thousand feet, board measure, which 
is the rate at present. Although the 
retention of the percentage royalty 
would have secured larger returns 
from this source with the steadily ris- 
ing lumber prices, yet the principle 
of selling the timber at a widely ad- 
vertised pubtic auction ensures the 
obtaining, through the additional bon- 
us offered, practically the same price 
for the timber without the former in- 


convenience of constantly adjusting 
the stumpage dues. 
As the competitive sale of timber 


by means of the borus system is com- 
{mon throughout Canada, there is lit- 
tle likelihood that the government 
does not secure a fair share of the 
present value of the timber sold, and 
iby reserving the right to alter the

LATE DUKE OF ARGYLL 
A FRIEND OF CANADA 


HE DISPLAYED MARKED SKILL 
AND TACT AS GOVERNOR: 
GENERAL OF CANADA 


The Duke Remained a Devoted 
Friend of Canada All His Life—in- 
strumental in Creating Interest In 
Emigration to Canada. 

‘The Duke of Argyll, who died re 
cently after a short illness, ig the 
Second ex-governor-general of Can- 
ada to pass away in the present year. 
His term of service from 1878 to 1883 
spent in the Dominion was one which 
saw the dawn of a great era of pros 
perity. 

It is sald that when Lord Beacons- 
fleld first proposed the appointment, 
the Duke of Argyll expressed hesita- 
tion as to being insufficiently equip- 
ped to assume the office. Queen Vic- 
toria, however, pressed him to accept, 
with the result that he becamo one 
of the best and most popular of gov- 
ernors-general. 

The eldest son of the eighth Duke 
of Argyll, a peer with a reputation in 
politics, science and Hterature, and 
a daughter of the second Duke of 
Sutherland, the Duke was born at 
Stafford House, in London, on Aug 
6th, 1845. Until he wag fifty-five he 
was known as the Marquis of Lorne. 
In his education he combined in turn 
the schools and universities of Scot- 
land and England—Edinburgh <Acad- 
emy and Eton, St. Andrew's and Trin- 
ity. College, Cambridge. 

In 1868, he entered parliament as 
Liberal member for Argyllshire, 
which he represented for ten years, 
during four of which he was private 
secretary to his father, the Secretary 
of State for India, in Gladstone's first 
ministry. 

He married the Princess Louise, 
fourth daughter of Queen Victoria, on 
March 21, 1871. The marriage cere- 
mony was performed in St. George's 
Chapel, Windsor, by the Bishop of 
London, assisted by the Bishops of 
Winchester, Oxford and Worcester. 
He was created a Knight of the This- 
tle in 1872. He was created a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of SS. 
Michael and George. 

In 1878 tre was appointed governcr- 
general of Canada. “I believe you 
have abilities.” said Disraeli, in mak- 
ing the appointment. At first, Queen 
Victoria was far from enthusiastic 
about it, but Disraeli’s arguments pre- 
vailed. “The Queen, when J first 
spoke of it,” Disraeli explained tothe

Th appointment was hailed with 
satisfaction in Cantda and the young 
governor-general—he wag then only 
thirty-three—entered upon his term 
of office with the hearts of the people 
strongly prepossessed in his favor. 
The Marquis held the post five years, 
and proved himself a governor-gener- 
al of the greatest skill and tact. 
Succeeding a man of the ability and 
eloquence of Lord Dufferin, his task 
was one of difficulty but he accom- 
plished it with distinction to himself 
and profit to the Dominion. 

During his occuption of Rideau 
Hall the Marquis and His Royal Con- 
sort won thoroughly the esteem and 
affection of all classes of the Can- 
adian people. The gracious and dignt- 
fied presence of the Princess Louise 
went far to bring success to the five 
happy years they spent in the Do 
minion. 

While yvovernor-general, the Mar- 
quis founded the Royal Society of 
Canada for the promotion of litera- 
ture and science within the Domin- 
ion, and jn conjunction with the Prin- 
cess Louise, he founded the Royal 
Canadian Academy of Art. 

The Duke remained a_ devoted 
friend of Canada ail his life, and in 
many Ways he worked to advance the 
interests of the Dominion. To Can- 
adians visiting Great Britain he ex- 
tended many courtesies. He always 
expressed his firm conviction that 
3ritish people leaving the old home 
could find no better place in the 
world to go to than Canada. In con- 
nection with emigration it is inter- 
esting to note that {t was due to him 
that information on this subject is to 
he obtained at every post office in the 
nited Kingdom. It was some time 
hefore he could induce the British 
government to take the matter up 


History Commission Appointed 

Professor Chester Martin and C. N. 
Hell, Winnipeg, and Hon. James Joun- 
n, Boissevain, have been appointel 
Manitoba history commission by 
Lieut-Govetnor Cameron, An an- 
nounceemnt to that effect appears in 
the Manitoba Gazette. The dwtics of 
the commission, the appotntment of 
which was approved by the provincial 
legislature at the recent session, are 
defined as follows: To report on the 
task of shaping and executing a sys- 
tematic plan for securing all such 
books, documents, maps, journals, let- 
ters, ete., relating to the early history 
of the province; the best method to 
be adopted to arrange and render ac- 
cessible those original sources from 
which alone an adequate knowledge 
of the history of Manitoba can be 
granted; and on what classes of docu- 
ments might, to the adventage of liis- 
torical students, be copied from 
deposits in the archives branch of the 
Dominion government at Ottawa. The 
commission is further directed to is 
eertain the nature and extent of the 
materials for local history that may 
still exist in Manitoba and the other 
western provinces of Canada, and as 
to what steps should be taken to pre- 
serve them from destruction — Free
